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ABSTRACT 

The chapters in this annotated bibliography list 
resources available to educators for an inclusive, multicultural 
approach to arts education. The first four chapters are limited to 
the four most-prevalent ethnic minority groups in Minnesota: (l) 
African American Resources; (2) Asian American Resources; (3) 

Hispanic American Resources; (A) Native American Resources; and (5) 
offers General/ Multicultural Resources. The books, other print 
resources, and audiovisual resources are easily accessible by any 
interested educator. Community resources are applicable to Minnesotan 
educators only. An appendix describes the mission and programs of the 
Minnesota Alliance for Arts Education. (MM) 
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Foreword 



This is a beginning. For evety book, or person, or organization listed, more are not 
named. For every cultural group with a chapter of its own here, another exists with 
Hanr^, art, iiuisic and drama which should be shared with schoolchildren as a part of 
their arts learning. Possibly, ‘‘Muldcuieurai Resources for Arts Educanon” is a too* 
ambitious dde, for it implies a more comprehensive view than it can deliver. 

But it is a beginning, and beginnings should be ambitious. The Mirmesota Alliance for 
Arts in Hd ucanon is an ambitious organization, with its mission of advancing arts 
wiitrarinn fat all Minnesota students. 

The chapters in this compendium attempt to list resources available to dozens and 
educators as they challenge themselves to take an inclusive, multi c ul tura l approach to 
are .edtuatiotu As this is a begiimmg, we limited our scope to the four tnostiitevalent 
mino rity groups in Minnesota: Afhcan American, Asian A m er ic an. Hispanic 
American and Native Americaru Realizing that within each of these communities 
there are subgroups, and also realizing that our changing vocabulary makes some of 
rhri se naming terms less accurate than others, we have included a brief statement as 
each chapter begins, to clarify or define the terms used. 

To delve into this area is to delve iruo an ocean of ever'changing words and phrases. 
It's problematic — we need a better (and more widely accepted) vocabulary to deal 
with issues of multiculturalism, yet until that evolves we must rely on words with 
m>>aningT we don’t always agree on. What is multiculturalism r or pluralism? or inclu* 
siveness? We have tried to use the existing vocabulary in ways that will open, not 
close, the doors between cultures. 

Why this compendium of resources? First, because awareness of multicultural issues has 
he m growing in recent years in both the are community and the ed u ca tio n commu* 
nicy. The notion that are education shouid be inclusive of many cultures is becoming 
accepted. Information about how are teachers can make their curriculum mote 
inclusive has been slower coming. In the arts, as in other disciplines, teachers may add 
a special unit on Martin Luther liCing or Malcolm X during Black History Month, but 
knowledge and use of less*known cultural heroes, and incorporation of this infbtma* 
cion ail year, within the "regular” curriculum, is not common. This compendium offers 
a Brsc step toward makmg infbnnadon available about many cultures, which can be 
\i se d in randiwi with current cuthcuium to add depth and breadth to arc, mucic, dance, 
drama and ocher are programs. 

A second reason for the publicacicn is chat the Alliance needs this uifbrmacion, coo. 

A service organization needs to provide service; and to provide service, we must be 
informed. While this compendium is published in conjunction with our June 1989 
conference, "A Part or Apan? Cultural Diversity in Are Education, ” it will live 







beyond that event as an tinpotxanc addition co our growing I tbraiy of reports and 
publications that help us address our larger mission. If it is valuable as a beginning, 
then we hope to republish the compendium, possibly biannually. Therefore, we invite 
readers to submit comments and new information which could be incl u ded in the next 
edition. 

Finally, it is important to say that the resources included here are not intended co 
supplant existing arts ptogtams. Rather, use of these and other tesources should 

fhn«» am p rog ram s by allowing students CO know that the arts have toots in 
all cultures; such study shows both the connectioru among cultures and the natural 
a r»d impn i r an r fii lfe fij n egs between them. A multicultuial arcs e du ca cion is not a 

fr>r g«»nittn<» nrrmfn m «»i{mina«> lacim and culniial prejudice in schools, 
however the arts can be a pecfoct entry point for the positive inclusion of information 

about many cultures in the school curriculum.

Introduction 



This compendium is really a sampler. As such ic suggests, in form as well as in concent, 
how you might begin CO develop a mulcicuituiai axes cuirtculum in yotir dasscoom. 

A few words about this are in order. 

Begin by browsing. Albw yourself to flip back and forth from chapter CO chapter. 

Books, jouinal articles and handbooks are intermingled, as is ftccion and nonfiction. 
Audiovisual resources that have been specifically brought to our attention are in* 
eluded. Resources we’ve disc ov ere d are listed. In each of these categones. there is 
much, much more chat could be added. We’ve only scratched the surface, and we’re 
hoping chat you will help us dig the next layer deep. For as you use this guide, your own 
ideas and networks will begin to kick in. You’ll find a book, say, in the chapter on 
Native Americans and ic may remind you of'anocher book you’ve read, of a perbrni' 
ance you’ve seetu All these combined may suggest to you an idea fora lesson plaxu 
While it is out intention to bring to your attention resources you haven’t been aware of 
before, we are aware that each of you is also a resource. The creacive ways you combine 
uses for the materials, otganixanons and people listed here automatically make this 
compendium a fuller one. We see this as a cooperative eiforc. We offer what we have 
been able CO compile in this flrsc edbre, and we welcome ideas and resources, attempts, 
trials and successes that you may wish to share with us for future editions of this 
mnlritulmral arts education compendium. Our chapters for Hispanic Americans and 
Asian Americans axe slim, relatively speaking, and we particularly invite input in 
these areas,

We folbwed a fow simple rules. Anything that covered the general area of multiculcur> 
al ara education or that fulfilled more chan one category, we listed in the General/ 
Multicultural chapter. So ic will be useful CO you, whatever culture you are planning 
for, to scan those listings. We limited ourselves primarily CO resources for cultures 
within the United States rather chan include many listings for cultures on other 
concinents. For example, in the African Amesican chapter we limited listings about 
rnnr w n^y>r a ry culcuics on the continent of Africa since the African American culture, 
chough ic derives from Africa and redeca African cultures, has evolved into its own 
unique culture that combines the experience of generations of persons of African 
descent living in the United States. Those entries chat are about continental cultures 
or hiscoiies are by way of providing a context for the cultures chat are evolv* 

ing and shaping American culture here. To do otherwise would have been a different 
endeavor and one beyond the scope of this very foc u se d project. In addition, chose 
lfiwd« of resources are more readily available through traditional channeb. 

In a similar way, though some resources may not at first glance appear to be about arts 

education, they are offered for reasons of context or because in some instances cultural 
resources appear under dif feren t guises in different cultures. A case in point here is the 
inclusbn of some churches under community resources in some chapters. Minority 
cultures which have not had the traditional access to cultural and ara organizations or 
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insdmdons devdop vehicles for cuinnal and aza pcogi»iuiung through means chac are 
available. Iciiiayweil be. in fact, chat rhescpBianoit of die two in the dominant 
cultute is an artificial one. So. for example, the Korean Methodise Church is listed as a 
resource in the Asian American chapter and Our Lathr of Guadalupe Chuzch* among 
others, is listed in the Hispanic American chapter. It is also important to note that, 
while the majoricy of die otsannations listed as '‘oommunity teaQurca” may have their 
addresses in dm Twin Cities, they ate often available to provide advice, direction or 
ptogramming statewide. A Twin Cities telephone number should not discouiage non* 
metro citizens from makiiig a caiL 

We hope our muldcultuial resource sampler will spark many ideas for you. answer 

some of your questions about where to g9 or CO whom for what, arui open up many 

am Qiniailiim for you and for vour students.
